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TO  RECIPIENTS  OF  WATER  SUPPLY  OUTLOOK  REPORTS: 


Most  of  the  usable  water  in  western  states  originates  as  mountain  snowfall.  This  snowfall  accumulates  during  the  winter  and 
spring,  several  months  before  the  snow  melts  and  appears  as  streamflow.  Since  the  runoff  from  precipitation  as  snow  is  delayed, 
estimates  of  snowmelt  runoff  can  be  made  well  in  advance  of  its  occurrence.  Streamflow  forecasts  published  in  this  report  are 
based  principally  on  measurement  of  the  water  equivalent  of  the  mountain  snowpack. 

Forecasts  become  more  accurate  as  more  of  the  data  affecting  runoff  are  measured.  All  forecasts  assume  that  climatic 
factors  during  the  remainder  of  the  snow  accumulation  and  melt  season  as  they  affect  runoff  will  add  to  be  an  effective  average. 
Early  season  forecasts  are  therefore  subject  to  a greater  change  than  those  made  on  later  dates. 

The  snow  course  measurement  is  obtained  by  sampling  snow  depth  and  water  equivalent  at  surveyed  and  marked  locations  in 
mountain  areas.  A total  of  about  ten  samples  are  taken  at  each  location.  The  average  of  these  are  reported  as  snow  depth  and 
water  equivalent.  These  measurements  are  repeated  in  the  same  location  near  the  same  dates  each  year. 

Snow  surveys  are  made  monthly  or  semi-monthly  from  January  1 through  June  1 in  most  states.  There  are  about  1400  snow 
courses  in  Western  United  States  and  in  the  Columbia  Basin  in  British  Columbia.  In  the  near  future,  it  is  anticipated  that 
automatic  snow  water  equivalent  sensing  devices  along  with  radio  telemetry  will  provide  a continuous  record  of  snoW  water 
equivalent  at  key  locations. 

Detailed  data  on  snow  course  and  soil  moisture  measurements  are  presented  in  state  and  local  reports.  Other  data  or 
reservoir  storage,  summaries  of  precipitation,  current  streamflow,  and  soil  moisture  conditions  at  val  ley  elevations  are  also 
included.  The  report  for  Western  United  States  presents  a broad  picture  of  water  supply  outlook  conditions,  including  selected 
streamflow  forecasts,  summary  of  snow  accumulation  to  date,  and  storage  in  larger  reservoirs. 

Snow  survey  and  soil  moisture  data  for  the  period  of  record  are  published  by  the  Soil  Conservation  Service  by  states  about 
every  five  years.  Data  for  the  current  year  is  summarized  in  a West-wide  basic  data  summary  and  published  about  October  1 
of  each  year .

*The  current  water  supply  outlook  for  most  of  Utah  ranges  * 
*from  good  to  excellent.  On  the  Upper  Sevier  and  Virgin 
“'rivers,  it  is  still  excellent,  however,  from  Ogden  to 
“the  Idaho  border,  streams  are  expected  to  produce  15%  to  * 
“35%  below  normal  runoff. 


The  Little  Bear  river  in  Cache  Valley  still  has  the  poorest  outlook  in  the 
State  for  streamflow  runoff,  however,  the  forecast  has  increased  from  53%  to 
66%  of  normal.  Other  Cache  Valley  and  Rich  county  streams  vary  from  about 
70%  to  100%  of  average.  If  a prolonged  dry  spell  materializes  during  March 
or  April,  water  shortages  will  occur  on  streams  without  reservoi r storage 
capaci ty . 

Water  supply  forecasts  for  eastern  Utah  and  the  Wasatch  Front  including 
Lost  Creek  and  the  Weber  river  remain  about  normal  with  a slight  increase 
of  from  2%  to  7%  of  average.  Central  Utah  forecasts  vary  from  near  normal 
in  the  Richfield  area  to  increases  of  from  11%  to  20%  on  the  Muddy  and 
San  Rafael  rivers. 

Streams  with  headwaters  at  Cedar  Breaks  and  Bryce  Canyon  still  have  excellent 
forecasts  ranging  from  116%  to  1 6 1 % of  normal.  These  include  the  Virgin, 
Escalante,  Paria  and  Sevier  rivers. 

April-July  forecasted  inflow  to  Flaming  Gorge  Reservoi r dropped  1%  to  80%  of 
normal,  while  Lake  Powell  April-July  inflow  increased  from  98%  to  1 04%  of 
their  19^+8-62  averages. 

Reservoir  storage,  excluding  Bear  Lake,  Utah  Lake,  and  the  Upper  Colorado 
River  Storage  Projects,  is  127%  of  normal  or  56%  of  total  reservoi r capacity.

GENERAL  FOOTNOTES
